Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by United 
States Patent No. 6590155 to Vrame et al. 

The patent to Vrame et al. discloses an apparatus (10. See Drawing Below) for 
attaching to a wall or floor surface, having a first a side and a second side and at least 
one aperture, and first, second and third channels (52) in communication with the 
aperture for management of removable electrical conductors for connections to a power 
outlet and an audio visual connector port (120, connectors that exit the device could be 
used to power many types of electronic equipment), a recess (in 16) disposed on a 
lower rear portion of the device, and a notch (17) disposed on a bottom rear portion.
